G.S.R- 292(E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-Section (1) of Section 33, read with Section 34 of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (Act 13 of 1908) as amended from time 
to time the Central Government hereby directs that with effect 
from the day following the expiration of thirty days from the 
date of publication of the notification in the Official Gazette, 


the following amedment shall be made in the Notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Trans¬ 
port No GSR 311(E) dated 11-6-1990 relating to the levy 
of port dues at the Port of Visakhapatnam, namely;—

NOTES : 

1. If a vessel stays beyond six days after completion of 
loading, the said stayal of the vessels shall be treated as entry 
and port dues be collected. 

2. The charge shall be calculated on the gross registered 
tonnage, fraction of half a ton and more being counted as one 
and less tha n half a tonne neglected. 

3. Vezscls entering in ballast and carrying passengers shall 
be charged at 3/4 of the rate otherwise applicable. 

4. Vessels entering thePort but not discharging or taking 
in any cargoes or passengers therein (with the exception of 
Such shipment and re-shipment) as may ^be necessary for 
purpose of repairs shall pay half of the port dues. 

5. Deck cargo will be exempted from assessment of Port 
and Pilotage dues in respect of Coastal Steamers, while it 
will be included for the purpose of assessment when and if 
cargo is carried on deck in respect of foreign steamers. 

6. Vessels belonging to other Ports shall be exempted 
frompayment of Port Dues. 

7. Vessels entering rest of the Harbour after having paid 
the Port Dues at the Outer Harbour shall be exempted from 
the liability to pay port dues to the extent of port dues already 
paid at the Outer Harbour, if the vessel enters rest of the 
Harbour in the same call. 

Explanation : In this schedule:— 

(a) “Coasting Vessel’’ means a vessel engaged in the carriage 
by sea of passengers or goods from any port or place in India. 

(b) "Foreign Vessel’’ means a vessel employed in trading 
between any port or place In India and othez port or place or 
between ports or places outside India.
